A 
more correct title would perhaps have 
eliminated ‘‘Other Seed Oils” for, with 
the exception of a chapter devoted tv 
the cottonseed industry, the book treats 
with flaxseed and flaxseed products. Jt 
is replete with information in the fea- 
tures pertaining to the manufacture of 
linseed oil and cake from -the cultiva- 
tion and harvesting of the seed to the 
transportation of the finished product, 
and is profusely illustrated. Perhaps 
the best way to make plain the object 
of the author is to quote from his pref- 
ace. “The first eight chapters deal 
with standard forms of equipment with 
which crushers are generally thorough- 
ly familiar. It is. believed, however, 
that the descriptions and illustrations 
given from a collated body of informa- 
tion more readily available for use in 
this form than otherwise. * * * 
American practice is throughout treated 
as standard, but constant reference is 
made to the widely diverging methods 
which prevail abroad, where the lin- 
seed crushing industry is conducted on 
a diametrically different principle. 
* * * The present work with a good 
general text-book on quantitative an- 
alysis should furnish a rather more 
condensed and convenient manual for 
the usual practitioner.”

Dr. Ludwig Mond, the chemist who 
died in London last December 10, Was a 
noted scientist whuse achievements will 
long live after him. He was born in Cas- 
sel, Germany, March 6, 18389. His father 
was a merchant of that town. Young 
Mond was educated at the Polytechnic 
School in Cassel. From there he went to 
Marburg, where he studied under Kolbe. 
He afterward went to Heidelberg, where 
he became a pupil of Bunsen, After leav- 
ing the university he held several ap- 
pointments as technicul manager in 
chemical works in Germany. In 1863 he 
went to Utrecht, Holland, to erect a Le 
Blane soda works there. He first visited 
England in 1862, to introduce his well- 
known process for the recovery of sul- 
phur from alkali waste. In 1864 he set- 
tled definitely in England, and at the 
works of Hutchinson, in Widnes, perfect- 
ed his sulphur recovery process. At 
these works he first met his future part- 
ner, J. T. Brunner, M. P. for Northwich. 
They, in 1873, established the works at 
Winnington, near Northwich, to manu- 
facture an alkali by the Solvay process. 
This process had first come under Mr. 
mond’s notice during a visit some years 
previously to Couillet, where he met Er- 
nest Solvay, its inventor, with whome Mr. 
Mond entered into negotiations with a 
view to its introduction into the United 
Kingdom. At that time the _ process 
which has revolutionized the alkali trade 
was in its infancy, and the best years of 
his life were spent in the unremitting 
toil to improve and perfect it. In 1873 
Brunner, Mond & Co. started, which 
firm was, in 1881, converted into a limited 
liability company, of which Mr. Mond 
was managing director. 

He has made and patented many im- 
provements of great scientific and com- 
mercial importance in allied and other 
branches of technical science. Notably 
amongst these may be cited his process 
for the manufacture of chlorine by the 
ammonia soda process, his efforts to 
solve the problem for the burning of 
fuel in gas producers, with the recovery 
of the largest possible amount of am- 
monia. ‘ 

Dr. Mond was a member of many 
learned and scientific societies. In De- 
cember, 1892, in connection with the Gali- 
leo commemoration, the University of 
2adua conferred upon him the degree of 
Ph. D., honoris causa. The deceased 
gentleman was a naturalized British 
subject and made many munificent gifts 
to Inglish scientific institutions. 

In October, 1866, he married his cousin, 
Miss Friederika Loewenthal, and had 
two sons, Robert Ludwig and Alfred 
Moritz. The latter is a barrister at law.

MANUFACTURING DRUG INTERESTS VS. 
SECRETARY OF STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH. 


Baltimore, Dec. 29, 1909. 


The issué with respect to pure food and 
drug legislation at the next session of 
the Maryland General Assembly, which 
ineets in January and continues to trans- 
act business for ninety days, has now 
narrowed down squarely to'a fight be- 
tween the manufacturing drug interests 
on the one side and Dr. Marshall L. Price, 
secretary of the State Board of Health, 
vn the other. Dr. Price, who has behind 
him the Maryland Medical and Chirur- 
gical Faculty, demands that the State 
Board of Health shall be placed in charge 
of the execution of the proposed law, 
while the druggists and manufacturers 
insist that some other agency be substi- 
tuted. The drug men are willing to ac- 
cept any bill which is satisfactory to the 
Medical and Chirurgical Faculty, and 
there are no unsurmountable differences 
between them and the measure framed 
by the special commission appointed by 
Governor Crothers for the purpose of 
drafting such a bill. They merely ask 
that the Maryland law be modeled after 
that of the National Pure Food and 
Drugs acti, so that they may be relieved 
of the expense of separate labeling and 
of complying with double standard re- 
quirements. They want a law that shall 
simplify their operations and virtually 
accord with the national statute. What 
they do object to, however, is to have 
Dr. Price made the interpreter of the 
measure and the arbiter of the fate of 
the drug and food manuacturers. They 
contend that his attitude in the past has 
not been such as to encourage expecta- 
tions of fairness, and they cite the out- 
come of the last attempt two years ago, 


to secure similar legislation, as evidence 
of nis shifung attitude, 

Replying to an interview given out by 
Paul burnett, the attorney of the Drug 
Exchange, who took emphatic grounds 
against Dr. Pyice, the latter gentleman 
issued a statement accusing the drug men 
of bad faith, and asserting that they weie 
not io be trusted. By innuendo he charged 
them with a desire to flood the market 
with goods of poor quality and evade the 
provisions of a pure food and drugs act, 
and with this assertion he coupled the 
declarition that only those who had rea- 
son to fear an honest enforcement of the 
law opposed the Board of Health, which, 
in this instance, meant himself, as the 
executive power. 

Naturally, the drug 
posed to let such a charge go unchal- 
lenged, and unless Dr. Price should 
change his attitude, there can be no ques- 
tion of an understanding. With a view 
to having the point of the executive 
power settled, several hearings have been 
held before the Governor's commission, 
the latest one this afternoon, when both 
sides to the controversy were on hand to 
present arguments. 

What the commission will do has not 
yet developed. As the matter stands, 
there are virtually two bills in the field, 
that of the Governor's commission, whicn 
has the indorsement of the Drug Ex- 
change of the Maryland Pharmaceutical 
Association of the Baltimore’ Retail 
Druggists’ Association, and a long list 
of other organizations, and that of the 
Maryland Medical and Chirurgical Fac- 
ulty. The near approach of the legisla- 
tive session makes the fight all the more 
determined and acrid.

Modifications in Requirements for 
Packing Nitric Acid. 


William Jay Schieffelin, chairman ot 
the Committee on Resolutions for the 
lrransportation of Inflammables, N. W. D. 
A., has addressed a letter to the members 
informing them of important changes in 
the requirements for packing nitric acid. 
The letter, dated New York, December 30, 
reads:— 


“Tam in receipt of reports of tests made at 
the request of the Bureau of Explosives to 
determine the suitableness of excelsior treated 
with a 25 per cent, solution of calcium chlo- 
ride for packing nitric acid in bottles, 

“These tests show that excelsior treated in 
this way will not be ignited when a bottle 
of strong nitric acid is intentionally broken 
in the package, and on this fact the Bureau 
of Explosives is willing to approve the use of 
this packing material as a compliance with 
Par. 1855 of the regulations for the transpor- 
tation of inflammable articles and acide. 

‘‘The excelsior should be thoroughly sprayed 
with the solution. It is reported that the 
gross weight of a barrel containing bottles 
of nitric acid packed with a treated excelsior 
should be about 219 pounds, as compared with 
a gross weight of 200 pounds when dried ex- 
celsior is used. 

“The regulations (Par. 1853) prescribe the 
use of a ‘ease’ for packing bottles of the spe- 
ecified acids. It is not the intention of the 
regulations to impose unnecessary hardships, 
and in view of the evidence submitted to show 
that the barrel packed with treated excelsior 
is as safe a package as a case for these bot- 
tles, you are informed that no objection will 
be made by the Pureau of Explosives to the 
use of a barrel for this purpose. The use of 
a barrel will not be approved, however, when 
the packing material therein is objectionable 
or when it is of such a nature as to sift to 
the bottom and increase the danger of break- 
age of bottles.’’

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German Superoxide of Barium. 
Washington, Dec. 31, 1909. 

Bureau of Manufactures of the 
of Commerce and Labor is 
in receipt of a brief but interesting re- 
port upon the manufacture of super- 
oxide of barium in Germany from Con- 
sul General Robert P. Skinner, of Ham- 
burg, as follows:— 

Superoxide of barium is manufactured by a 
number of German concerns. One of the prin- 
cipal houses in the business ships from thirty 
to forty tons of this material every month, 
chiefly to Italy. If contracts for large quan- 
tities were made they would be able to quote a 
price as low as 70 marks ($16.66) per 100 
kilos (220) pounds. Averaging up the prices 
for 1908 the following figures prevailed in this 
country on the state grades:—

Superoxide of barium (peroxide of barium, 


barium hyperoxidatum) BaOy, is obtained from 
Ba(NOs)e by heating the latter in closed 
chamotte melting pots, whereby Ba(NQOg)o is 
converted into BaO. Upon being exposed dur- 
ing several hours to about 7v0 degrees of heat 
under the influence of air free from carbonic 
acid, BaO is transformed into BaO, in a dark 
incandescent state. 

Technically prepared BaO». possesses a green- 
ish color, and after it has been purified a 
colorless powder is obtained, which is insolu- 
ble in water and which absorbs CO, from the 
surrounding air. 

BaO, is decomposed by a diluted acid and 
peroxide of hydrogen is formed. Upon being 
heated BaOs. develops hydrogen and is reduced 
into Bao, 

3aO. is commonly used for obtaining peroxide 
of hydrogen and oxygen, and is also used for 
bleaching purposes. 

Hydrate of superoxide of barium is obtained 
from BaO. by dissolving the latter in acid, 
as, for instance, hydrochloric acid, and the 
product is precipitated by means of hydrate of 
baryta. 

The German patent No. 17351 provides for the 
transformation of BaOs. into hydrate of oxide 
by treating BaO, with a watery solution of 


alkaline earth, preferably with hydrate of 
baryta.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT RULES THAT 
PASTEBOARD AND PAPER WRAPPERS 
OF ARTICLES BEARING A SPECIFIC 
DUTY DEPENDENT UPON VALUE 
ARE THEMSELVES NOT SUB- 

JECT TO TAX. 

Washington, Dec. 31, 1909. 


Treasury Department is about to 
a ruling of much importance 
to importers of medicinal preparations, 
perfumery and other goods commonly 
put up in glass or metal enclosed in pa- 
per, cardboard or pasteboard contain- 
ers. ‘Che department holds that such 
containers used as coverings of mer- 
chandise subject to specific rates of duty, 
dependent upon value, are not liable to 
separate duty under paragraph 1% of the 
new tariff act. This ruling has been 
made necessary by the complicated char- 
acter and somewhat ambiguous terms of 
the language employed in paragraph 195, 
which is an entirely new feature of the 
tariff and introduces a novel principle in 
the treatment of containers. The para- 


graph reads as follows:— 


"195. Cans, boxes, packages and other con- 
tainers of all kinds (except such as the hemet- 
ically sealed by soldering or otherwise), com- 
posed wholly or in chief value of metal, lac- 
quered or printed by any process of lithog- 
raphy whatever, if filled or unfilled, and 
whether their contents be dutiable or free, 4 
cents per pound and 35 per centum ad valorem: 
Provided, That none of the foregoing articles 
shall pay a less rate of duty than 55 per 
centum ad valorem; but no cans, boxes, pack- 
ages or containers of any kind, of the capacity 
of five pounds or under, subject to duty under 
this paragraph, shall pay less duty than if the 
same were imported empty; and the dutiable 
value of the same shall include all packing 
charges, cartons, wrapping, envelopes and 
printed matter accompanying them when such 
cans, boxes, packages or containers are im- 
ported wholly or partly filled with merchan- 
dise exempt from duty (except liquids and 
merchandise commercially known as drugs) 
and which is commonly dealt in at wholesale 
in the country of original exportation in bulk 
or in packages exceeding five pounds in ca- 
pacity: Provided further, That paper, cardboard 
or pasteboard wrappings or containers that 
are made and used only for the purpose of 
holding or containing the article with which 
they are filled, and after such use are mere 
waste material, shall not be dutiable unless 
their contents are dutiable.’’ f 

Since the passage of the Payne-Aldrich 
act, the department has been in corres- 
pondence with collectors at various ports 
coneerning the proper construction to 
place upon paragraph 1%, and in reply 
to the question above referred to, raised 
by the Collector at New York, Assistant 
Secretary Curtis has advised that offi- 
cial as follows:— 

“The department duly received your letter 
of the 23d ultimo, in which, referring to its 
instructions of October 18, 1909 (T. D. 50046), 
construing the various provisions of paragraph 
195 of the tariff act of August 5, 1909, relating 
to the assessment of duty upon cans, boxes, 
ete., you request instructions as to the treat- 
ment of pasteboard and paper containers used 
as the coverings of merchandise subject to spe- 
cific rates of duty dependent upon value, 

“In the letter referred to the department held 
that paper, cardboard or pasteboard wrappings, 
used as the containers of merchandise subject 
to purely specific rates of duty, would be sub- 
ject to duty at the rate imposed thereon if 
imported empty. As to such coverings used 
as the containers of merchandise subject to 
specific rates of duty dependent upon value, it 
is the opinion of the department that no sep 
arate duty should be assessed thereon, for the 
reason that under the provisions of subsection 
18 of section 28 of the tariff act the value 
thereof is necessarily added to and made a 
part of the per se value of the merchandise 
for the purpose of fixing the rate of duty 
chargeable thereon. 

“You will be governed accordingly.”’ 


The fact should be borne in mind that 
the department's ruling covers only con- 
tainers of merchandise subject to specific 
rates of duty dependent upon value.

Trading in zines continues 
fairly active for this season of the 
year at steady prices. A dull and 
routine demand is reported in dry 
colors at unchanged quotations. The 
miscellaneous articles have been with- 
out particular feature, consumers buy- 
ing in a hand-to-mouth way for near- 
by requirements.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc, 

PIG LEAD.—Only a moderate de- 
mand is noted in the movement of pig 
lead into consuming channels. Buyers 
for the most part are fairly well sup- 
plied, and there has been little trad- 
ing for other than immediate or near- 
by requirements. The tone of the 
market, however, continues firm, local 
quotations for spot in car lots being 
maintained at 4.70@4.75e. January 
shipments are held at the same level. 
The price prevailing at St. Louis is 
somewhat lower than that of the pre- 
ceding week, offerings and sales being 
made at 4.65c. London is quoted at 
C13 Ss. 9d., making the price as com- 
pared with that of last week 6s. 3d. 
higher. 

WHITE LEAD.—The week's trading 
has been rather quiet and routine.

RED LEAD.—This oxide has been 
without new or interesting feature. 
Trade continues to be for the current 
or nearby requirements of consumers, 
there being a lack of any important 
demand. Offerings and _ sales. are 
made on the basis of 6%@7c. for do- 
mestic and 9c. for foreign, as to grade 
and quantity. 

LITHARGE.—The larger consuming 
centers, such as rubber and glass man- 
ufacturers, are fairly well supplied, and 
as a result the demand has been of a 
jobbing sort. Prevailing quotations 
are unchanged as follows:—5%4%@6\c. 
for domestic and 9%c. for imported, 
as to grade and quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.— The usual 
year end dullness is in evidence in 
the trading in orange mineral, the 
movement in both the imported and 
domestic grades being for current re- 
quirements.

In sume cases Geimurrage is assesseu 
under the ruies of the exchange because of the 
slow movement of a car. The result of the 
regulations, together with the fact that the 
equipment is privately owned and the owners 
desire to get the best possible use of their cars, 
is that the defendants are subjected to con 
stant demands for rapid service, and such 
service is in fact provided. The record shows 
that the expedited service not only necessitates 
a smaller tonnage per train than ordinary 
freight, but is attended by some extra expense 
to the defendants in the way of telegraphing 
and additional employes. The defendants pay 
the owners for the use of the tank cars a 
rental of three-fourths of a cent per mile, 
which is assessed on the empty as well as on 
the loaded movements. The tank cars are said 
to make an average of eighty-three miles a 
day, and therefore cost the carriers 65 cents 
a day in mileage, while other cars average 
twenty-one miles per day and cost them a 
per diem of 25 cents, 

The average weight of oi) in a 
ear is about 55,000 pounds, and 
the oil is about $2,500. At the present rate 
of 20 cents per 100 pounds to Chicago the 
defendant carriers earn $110 per car, or at the 
rate of 7.5 mills per ton mile. If, however, 
the return empty movement of the car be 
taken into consideration the actual earnings per 
ton mile are of course materially reduced, in 
fact by nearly one-half. The rate on cottonseed 
from Memphis to Louisville is 12 cents per 100 
pounds, and the value of a car load of about 
40,000 pounds is in the neighborhood of $270. 
The rate on a car load of 55,000 pounds of 
cottonseed oil from Memphis to Louisville is 
14 cents per 100 pounds, while the value of the 
car load, as above stated, is about $2,500, _ It 
is true that cottonseed is much more readily 
damaged in transit than is cottonseed oil, and 
its transportation therefore often results in 
damage claims, which arise rather infrequently 
upon shipments of oil. But if the 12-cent rate 
on the seed is a reasonable rate, and it has not 
been attacked, it would seem to follow, all 
things being considered, that the 14-cent rate 
on the oil, in view of the great difference in its 
value, is not an unreasonable rate. 

The fact that has most impressed us upon a 
study of this record is that Memphis has 
always enjoyed an advantage in respect to its 
rates on the commodity here involved. This 
advantage it could properly have so long as 
the rail rates were actually affected by active 
or strongly potential competition by water 
lines. There was no reason, however, why it 
should have continued to have this advantage 
after 1894, when water competition ceased and 
was no longer an appreciable factor in the oil 
traffic. It has, nevertheless, continued on a 
better rate basis than any other point in the 
territory involved in the rate advance of Octo- 
ber 1, 1908. Much evidence was introduced by 
the defendants to show that the rates from 
Memphis have been and are now more favorable 
than the rates from any other point in the 
South, and this fact was substantially admitted 
by counsel for the complainants, who expressed 
his purpose not to controvert the proposition 
at all. From the rate tables submitted at the 
hearing it appears that the present rates from 
Memphis to the destinations in question are 
in every instance lower than from milling 
points west of the Mississippi River, and with 
but one or two exceptions this same favorable 
adjustment seems to exist as to milling points 
east of the river. The advance of 2 cents was 
uniform and did not change the relation in 
rates as between those points and Memphis. A 
few illustrations by way of comparison will 
show the advantage in rates that Memphis now 
enjoys and has for many years enjoyed over 
other competing milling points. It is 487 miles 
distant from Cincinnati and its present rate to 
that point is 17 cents per 100 pounds, Atlanta, 
476 miles distant, and Birmingham, 481 miles 
distant, each pay a rate of 25 cents per 100 
pounds. Chattanooga, 338 miles distant from 
Cincinnati, pays a rate of 18% cents per 100 
pounds. Jackson, 417 miles distant, pays a 
rate of 22 cents. Nashville, only 297 miles 
from Cincinnati, pays the same rate as Mem- 
phis, with its haul of 487 miles. Holly Springs, 
in the State of Mississippi, 488 miles from 
Cincinnati, pays a rate of 27 cents. Substan- 
tially the same advantages are observable upon 
a comparison of the Memphis rates to Louis- 
ville and Chicago with rates to the same des- 
tinations from the various points that have 
been named. 

In meeting the allegations of the complaint 
the defendant carriers assert that Memphis has 
always enjoyed differential rates. This advan- 
tage, however, was not only voluntarily ac- 
corded to Memphis during a period of years, 
but was voluntarily carried by the defendants 
into the new tariffs of which complaint is here 
made. Notwithstanding this inconsistency in 
the attitude of the defendants with respect 
to these rates, it is nevertheless true that 
Memphis enjoys more favorable rates than the 
other mill points that have been mentioned; 
and, without intending to be understood as jus- 
tifying the advance of 2 cents made in the 
cottonseed oil rates from this territory on Oc- 
tober 1, 1908, as applied to other milling points, 
we are forced to the conclusion that so far as 
the advance affects Memphis it produces no 
result of which it may justly complain. Its 
present rates to Louisville, Cincinnati and 
Chicago compare favorably even with the rates 
in effect from other milling points in this 
territory prior to the advance in question. 
This previous schedule of rates remained in 
effect many years and was accepted by ship- 
pers without objection. It may be assumed, 
therefore, that those rates were not excessive; 
and upon this assumption it is impossible to see 
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upon what basis the present rates from Mem- 
phis may be regardeu ¢ excessive. Confin- 
ng our ruling, tnerefore, strictly to the issue 
is we have defined it in this report, the record 
aas failed to satisfy us, nor do our own inves- 
gations show, that the present rates from 
vwemphis to those three destinations are un- 
easonable.

KEROSENE EXTENSIVELY 
USED IN SIAM. 
Washington, Dec, 31, 
agitation as to foreign tariff rates 
American petroleum, especially in 
growing out of the abrogation 
reciprocity treaties, together 
recently attracted to 
the petroleum fields of Mexico, have in- 
duced the Bureau of Manufactures of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor 
to forward instructions to American con- 
sul officers in the important petroleum 
producing and consuming countries to 
supply the bureau with the lastest infor- 
mation concerning this industry. In 
compliance with these instructions re- 
ports have just been received from 
Rouen, France; Tampico, Mexico; and 
Bangkok, Siam, which the Reporter’s 
correspondent is enabled to present be- 
low :— 
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France, 
INCREASE OF 
ROUEN. 
Adams Holder, 
sends the following review of the 
the trade in petroleum which is 
through that French port:— 

Petroleum is to-day one of 
ments of traffic in the port of 
more than 250,000 tons were 
amount being surpassed only by the tonnage 
of coal, woods and wines. That this ton- 
nage is most important may be judged from the 
fact that in 1907 it represented nearly one 
half of the total tonnage of mineral oils im- 
ported into all of France, and in value 
$5.790,000 out of a total importation of min- 
eral coils into France of $14,861,000, 

The 253,346 tons received in 1908 were made 
up as follows:—Crude oils, 77,477; refined oils 
and essences, 153,073; heavy oils and residues, 
Of the crude oils, 45,396 tons came 
United States; 20,452 tons from Rou- 
mania, and 11,629 tons from Russia. 

Russia especially sent heavy oils, its 
leums differing in composition from those sent 
by America. The American petroleums are 
richer in light-giving qualities and benzine, 
while the Russian ones are more suitable for 
greasing and have more residues. 
IMPORTING AND HANDLING 

INCREASED. 

Splendid facilities are offered for 
tension of the petroleum trade in Rouen 
the building of the special petroleum 
which also guarantees safety to vessels 
moored in other parts of the harbor. Many 
of the vessels engaged in this trade regularly 
carry more than 5,000 tons each voyage and 
are more than 330 feet in length. Vessels 
drawing more than 2414 feet can now come up 
the Seine to the harbor of Rouen, The petro- 
leum comes in bulk, pipe lines being used to 
convey it from the boat to the works, where 
it is stored in tanks which are under surveil- 
lance of customs officers, so that it remains in 
bond without immediately paying duties. 

At the petroleum dock there are eight 
fining companies, and these maintain, also, 
other works and storehouses situated for the 
most part in the environs of Paris. For ship- 
ment from Rouen tbe companies use tank 
cars or, when their works are on the Seine 
or connected thereto by waterways, which is 
usually the case, barges are employed. The 
barges are manned by two or three men only, 
and carry usually 400 to 500 tons, or more than 
an ordinary French merchandise train. They 
usually load in bulk, but sometimes carry car- 
goes of casks or boxes of cans. 
PROPORTION OF REFINED 

CREASING, 
interesting point is the 
crease in the importation of refined cils, not 
only ts Rouen, but to ail of rance. The 
receipts of refined oils at Rouen in 1908 were 
five times greater than in 190%, while the im- 
ports of crude oil declined over one-third. The 
reason for this is that since April, 1963, the 
petroleum industry has had to pay a manufac- 
turing or refining tax of $2.40 for each ton,

tax, levied to increase 
treasury, has therefore

The summer of 1909 was one cf large impor- 
tations of petroleum because the oil companies,

PETROLEUM DEPOSITS 
ABOUT TAMPICO. 

Consul P. Merrill Griffith, of Tampico, sends 
the following account of the development of 
the petroleum industry in those portions of the 
States of Tamaulipas and Vera Cruz lying 
udjacent to each other:— 

Within a radius of seventy-five miles of Tam- 
pico there exist the most abundant and valua- 
ble petroleum and asphalt deposits yet discov- 
ered in Mexico, and great interest and activity 
is being manifested in their exnloitation. 

Most of the capital employed in the develop- 
ment of the different branches of the industry 
in this section of Mexico is American, and the 
company most heavily interested—and, in fact, 
the pioneer in this field—is the Mexican Petro- 
leum Company, an American concern, with 
headquarters at El Ebano This company 
owns in fee simple about 250,000 acres of land, 
which it has been developing at different lo- 
ealities for the past five years. The work has 
progressed to such an extent that the company 
now has over thirty producing wells, a large 
number of storage tanks, all of its departmeuts 
specially equipped with modern facilities for 
handling the output, and it is’ now building a 
pipe line 100 kilometers (sixty-two miles) to 
run from its new fields in the State of Vera 
Cruz to Tampico. The handling of the most 
of its output does not require a pipe line, as 
the wells are conveniently located to rail or 
water transportation. The output is consume. 
by the Waters-Pierce refinery, of Tampico, and 
by the National Railroad of Mexico, from 70 
to 55 cents gold being paid for the crude prod- 
uct, Other prominent American operators in 
this section are the Harriman interests, the 
Mexican Fuel Oil Company, the Mexican Fuel 
Company, C, H. Rathbone and the McKay in- 
terests, a collateral branch of the Rio Bravo 
Oil Company. S. Pearson & Sons, English, are 
also operating near Tuxpam and building a 
six-inch pipe line to run from their fields to 
Tuxpam. The well belonging to the latter and 
the Pennsylvania Oil Company, which was 
brought in on July 4, 1909, at Dos Bocas, about 
half way between Tampico and Tuxpam, and 
which later was completely destroyed by fire, 
has been pronounced by several experts to 
have been the greatest well that has ever peen 
known in the history of the oil industry of 
the world, its output having been estimated 
from 300.000 to 500.000 barrels daily. 

The wells in the vicinity of Tampico range 
in depth from 800 to 2,500 feet and vary in 
production from 100 to 2,000 barrels daily. The 
oil is heavy and viscous and is mostly used in 
its crude state as a fuel. Under distillation 
about 30 per cent. fractionates into a good 
grade of naphthas and illuminants. The heavy 
or malthitic product is converted into as 
phaltum by the removal of a 10 per cent. dis- 
tillate. These asphaltums, for which there is 
a good demand, delivered in Mexico City, sell 
for $40 gold per ton. Their exportation is 
also inereasing through this port, most of 
which goes to Germany. 

Land located within this oil belt is still be- 
ing sought and acquired with a view to ex- 
ploitation. The interest in this industry con- 
tinues, and is augmented, in fact, by the suc- 
cessful development work already accomplished 
and by the excellent river, rail and maritime 
transportation facilities which the port of Tam- 
pico affords. 


VALUABLE 


Siam. 
UNITED STATES NOW 
LARGE SUPPLIES. 

.Vice-Counsul-General Carl C. Hansen, of 
Bangkok, supplies the following facts relating 
to the oil trade in Siam:— 

Bangkok is the only city in Siam where elec- 
tricity is used for illumination, and even here 
the greater part of the population uses kerosene 
for lights. On account of the scarcity of coal 
gas has not been used for light in Siam. 
Kerosene is also used extensively for fuel, oil 
engines being preferred in Siam on _ ac- 
count of the comparative cheapness of 
the fuel. Siam custom statistics  indi- 
cate that up to 1903" there was no 
import of petroleum from United States. In 
1899 the total import of 2,747,718 gallons were 
credited to Netherlands, India and Russia. Of 
last year’s total import Sumatra smpplied 
4,719,057, United States 1,383,744 and Singa- 
pore 191,366 gallons, respectively, or a total 
of 6,204,167 gallons—an increase of 3,546,449

of electricity for light and power from 1890 
has not lessened the demand for petroleum for 
these purposes. 

Petroleum is found in northern Siam at 
Muang Fang, and in the Malay Peninsula, but 
no attempts have been maue so far to develop 
the oil industry in Siam. 

Lubricating and other oils are entered at the 
customs by value only, and the imports from 
United States were valued at $28,919 for 1905-9, 
the total from all other countries amounting 
to $434,504. The United States and Great 
Britain lead in furnishing lubricating oils, and 
Singapore and Hong Kong in other sorts of 
vil.

Decline in United States Petroleum 


Production in 1909. 
Washington, Dec. 31, 1909. 
Dr. David T. Day, the petroleum ex- 


pert of the United States Geological Sur- 


vey, to-day issued a brief advance bul- 
letin on the production of crude petroleum 
in the United States during the calendar 
year 1909. 

According to reports received by the 
United States Geological Survey, the re 
markable rate of increase in the produc- 
tion of petroleum that extended through 
1907 and 1908 was checked in 1909. 

The total production for the United 
States in 1909, as estimated by David T. 
Day, was between 173,000,000 and 178,000,000 
barrels, against 179,572,479 barrels in 1908. 
The decrease was less than had been ex- 
pected in view of the great accumulation 
of stocks during the preceding year. 
This accumulation occurred entirely in 
States east of the Rocky Mountains that 
have no trade connections with Califor- 
nia, and from this State, the report 
showed a great gain. in which nearly all 
its pools participated. 

That the production of 1908 was more 
than the market could reasonably stand 
was shown by the decline in price in the 
Eastern and middle fields; the price for 
Pennsylvania crude, which had been $1.78 
per barrel began to decline on May 3, 
1909, and had fallen to $1.43 per barrel by 
December 9. A cut was made in Lima oil 
from $1.04 per barrel to Se. In Illinois 
oil from 68c per barrel to 60c., and in the 
Oklahoma fields the price likewise de- 
clined from 4lc. to 35c. 

There were no significant discoveries 
of new fields during the year, although 
outside of the well-known regions pros- 
pecting was particularly active in Wy- 
oming, Utah and New Mexico.

Interesting Trade Mark Decision. 


The following interesting decision in- 
volving the exclusive right to a trade 
name, in the suit of Low Brothers Com- 
pany vs. the Toledo Varnish Company, on 
appeal, has been rendered by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals of the Sixth Circuit:— 

Trade-Marks« and Trade-Names ~— Unfair 
Competition—Injunction. 

The words “High Standard,” as applied to 
paints or varnishes, are in themselves de- 
scriptive of quality, and cannot be monop- 
olized as a trade-mark; but where they have 
been used for a number of years by one 
manufacturer exclusively for a trade-mark, 
and have thereby acquired a _ secondary 
meaning with the trade and public as desig- 
nating and identifying the products of such 
maker, their use by another in connection 
with similar goods in a way which may 
probably deceive purchasers will be enjoined 
as unfair and fraudulent competition. 

Appeal from the Cireuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of 
Ohio. 

H. A. Toulmin and R, J. McCarthy, for 
appellant. 

Before Lurton and Severens, Circuit Judges, 
and Cochran, District Judge. 

Lurton, Circuit Judge:—This is a bill to 
restrain infringement of an alleged trade- 
mark, said to consist in the words “high 
Standard” as applied and used by com- 
plainants in connection with paints and var- 
nishes made and sold by them and used in 
advertising their products, Upon general 
demurrer the bill was dismissed, upon the 
ground that the words indicated quality, 
and the right to their exclusive use could 
not be acquired. 

It must be conceded that* the primary 
meaning of the words “High Standard” de- 
notes quality, and in that sense they are 
not capable of an exclusive appropriation. 
But the bill contains averments, which, if 
true, would show that these words have 
come to have a secondary meaning denot- 
ing. when applied or used in connection 
with paints and varnishes the manufacturer 
of the paint or varnish to which the words 
were directly applied. Thus it is averred:— 

“That twenty-five years ago your orator’s 
predecessors adopted as their trade-mark 
the words ‘High Standard’ to designate the 
origin and ownership of their liquid paints 
and leading products. That for a period of 
twenty-five years your orator and its pre- 
decessors have employed this distinguishing 
trade-mark * * * in various forms of ad- 
vertsiing to distinguish its liquid paints. 
* * * That your orators and its predeces- 
sors have expended half a million dollars or 
more in advertising its liquid paints and 
products under said trade-mark.” 

Again it is averred:— 

“That said trade-mark has been and is 
universally known and recognized as indi- 
eating that the said liquid paints having 
such trade-mark were made by your orator 
and were of superior quality. That your 
orator’s sales amount to more than 8.000 
tons per year, all of which liquid paints 
and products are known and designated to 
the trade by said trade-mark, ‘High Stand- 
are.’ * 

It is only necessary to determine whether, 
on the allegations of the bill, complainants 
have stated a case entitling them to pro- 
tection in the use of the words “High Stand- 
ard.”’ The effect of the demurrer is to con- 
cede the truth of every averment of fact 
for the purpose of determining whether, as- 
suming the facts to be as stated, the com- 
plainant has made a case. Conceding that 
the broad right to appropriate the words 
“High Standard’ cannot be appropriated as 
a trade-mark, if it is a fact that the use of 
the words by the complainants and their 
predecessors in-the same business has come 
“to be known and recognized” as indicating 
that the products in connection with which 
they have been so used were made by com- 
plainants, and that such products “are 















known and designated to the trade by said 
trade-mark ‘High Standard,’ ’’ complainants 
have a right to restrain the use of the same 
words in this secondary sense; and defend- 
ants should be required, if they use them 
descriptively, to use them in such @ way as 
will prevent their product from deceiving 
the public into the belief that it is the prod- 
uct or manufacture of complainants. In 
the case of Computing Scale Company vs. 
Standard Computing Scale Company, 118 
Fed. 965, 967, 55 C. C. A, 459, 461, this court 
said:— 

“But when the word is incapable of be- 
coming a valid trade-mark, because descrip- 
tive or geographical, yet has by long use 
come to stand for a particular maker or 
vendor, its use by another in this secondary 
sense will be restrained as unfair and fraudu- 
lent competition, and its use in its primary 
or common sense confined in such @ way as 
will prevent a probable deceit by enabling 
one maker or vendor to sell his article as 
the product of another.” 

The same general principle is recognized 
by the court in American Washboard Com- 
pany vs. Saginaw Manufacturing Company, 
103 Fed, 281, 48 C. C. A. 233, 50 L. R. A. 609, 
and in Plant Company vs. May Company, 
105 Fed. 375, 44 C. C. A. 534, and in New- 
comer vs Scriven Company (C. C. A.) 168 
Fed. 621. 

It may be that complainants will be un- 
able to show that they have used these 
words in a non-descriptive way as indicating 
origin or manufacture, or, if so, that the 
defendants have used them in their sec- 
ondary meaning so as to deceive the public. 

Decree reversed and remanded, with di- 
rection to overrule the demurrer,

Linseed Oil. 


With seed selling over the $2.06 mark 
and hard to get at that, it is not sur- 
prising that oil in the local market is 
particularly strong at current prices. 
The situation, however, is such that a 
change might be announced any hour, 
and there is no need to intimate the 
direction of that change. Late in the 
week oil was firm at 70c. for any quan- 
tity, and some crushers were asking 
7l and 72c. Buyers were scarce, but the 
interest of manufacturing consumers 
and others in the situation was shown 
by increasing inquiry from’ various 
points. They do not like the looks of 
things, but the price is already so high 
that they fear to enter upon any ex- 
tended engagements. The 70 and 72c. 
prices quoted were for delivery from 
anuary on, but whatever little oil was 
sold during the week was for imme- 
diate use. Futures were neglected by 
all concerned, for the uncertainty of 
the seed market has made crushers 
doubly cautious in the matter of book- 
ing long time contracts, unless they can 
hedge against a purchase of raw ma- 
terial, which has not been an easy 
thing to do of late. The movement in 
the Northwest besides being held 
back by the switchman’s strike has 
been seriously hampered during the 
week by inclement weather and we 
learn from our Western correspondent 
that many of the mills have been com- 
pelled to run on short time, and that 
at least one has shut down altogether. 
The receipts of seed have been excep- 
tionally light, not only in. our own 
Northwest, but throughout other pro- 
ducing countries, and from present ap- 
pearances it looks as if there might be 
a world shortage. But of this it would 
be unwise to make a firm prediction. 
There is sufficient indication, however, 
to lead to the belief that the flaxseed 
and linseed oil markets are not likely 
to recede much from their present po- 
sitions and the tendency is decidedly 
upward at the moment. The card 
prices of oil in the local market were 
unchanged at the time of going to 
press from the basis previously quoted 
of 70 and 7lc., respectively, for State or 
Western and city brands in lots of 5 
or more barrels.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Trading in cake has been rather dull 
during the past week, the market re- 
flecting a holiday tone. The situation 
is firm, however, with an upward ten- 
dency. Spot cake rules slightly high- 
er than during the preceding, holders 
quoting $35.50 per ton. 





Cottonseed Oil. 


Trading in cotton oil has been of mod- 
erate volume during the interval, and 
the tone of the market has continued 
irregular and unsettled. The enthusi- 
astic bullish sentiment which prevailed 
up to the close of the previous week 
on the supposition that the spirited 
buying of the bull interests would carry 
prices for the general option list up 
to the s-cent level before the close 
of the year, has been greatly modi- 
fied by force of circumstances. The 
sharp decline in lard values has been 
the chief disturbing influence, but there 
are few indeed who can see how the 
hog product can recede materially from 
its current ievel in the near future. 
The action of this commodity has 
caused many of the smaller cotton oil 
“longs” to secure their profits, and 
the leaders of the late upward move- 
ment have been fully satisfied to let 
the liquidation run its course. The 
March position has been the center of 
activity, and its fluctuations have been 
largely responsible for the movements 
in the remainder of the market. There 
are many who believe the long interest 
in this option is quite extensive, but 
so far there has been little anxiety ex- 
pressed as to its final outcome. The 
prevailing scarcity of the real stuff 
is still a strong factor in the general 
situation. Current recepits are un- 
usually light, and there appears to be 
no chance for any material increase for 
some time. The demand for edible 
uses has shown no yelaxation, and re- 
fining interests report a very satisfac- 
tory run of business. Transactions in 
lard compound and oleo margarine are 
on an elaborate scale, and producers 
are experiencing difficulty in keeping 
pace with specifications. The relatively 
low price for cooking oil has stimu- 
lated the demand for that description, 
and the domestic and foreign consump- 
tion is said to be enormous. Inquiries 
from abroad have been along the same 
lines as lately noted, and export houses 
continue to report a fair business, es- 
pecially in the edible descriptions. The 
short week and the difficulty encount- 
ered in transportation has restricted the 
export movement, and the week's con- 
signments have been of comparatively 
small volume. Exports from this port 
during the interval amounted to 2,964 
barrels, from other ports 4,305 barrels: 
making a total of 7,269 barrels. The 
crude oil market has been established 
at a lower trading level, but trad- 
ing has been light and devoid of par- 
ticular feature. Sales involving a few 
tanks were reported early in the in- 
terval at 49c.. but later offerings came

The fact that lard 
has declined in the face of the highest 
live hog market since 1882 has tended 
to create uncertainty in local lard cir- 
cles. Tallow has ruled dull and fea- 
tureless at old prices. Late advices 
from the olive-growing sections of Italy 
and Tunis indicate -an enormous pro- 
duction of olives, and the oil market 
has eased off as a consequence. In 
Spain, with the exception of the Jaen 
district, the olive crop is reported ex- 
cellent. Crete and Asia Minor have 
very good crop prospects. France ap- 
pears to be the only country where the 
outlook is unfavorable, but the produc- 
tion there is not sufficient to have any 
weight on the general situation. The 
local cotton market, after displaying 
irregular strength early in the week, 
advanced sharply at the close, and es- 
tablished new high record prices for 
the year. This advance also put a 
damper on the downward tendency of 
the oil market and caused a rally 
which regained much of the earlier 
losses.

London cables in some quarters re- 
ported a further advance of £1 per ton 
for March-April shipments of Cey- 
oil from the coast, but some importers 
were of the opinion that the quotation 
was too high, and a better figure could 
be done. Trading locally has dwindled 
down to very small proportions, and 
spot offers art lower, notwithstanding 
the higher market abroad. Corn oil 
advanced twenty-five points early in 
the week, due to the high position of 
soap and paint oils. Soya bean oil is 
higher, as is peanut oil abroad. The 
animal and fish oils continue firm and 
scarce. Lard, menhaden, neatsfoot 
and tallow oils all show substantial 
advances. 


CEYLON OIJL,.—Cables received in 
some importing circles indicated a 
higher London market for March- 


April shipments from the coast by £1 
per ton, but some interests were of 
the opinion that this was entirely too 
high, and a better price could be done. 
The cables from London on Monday 
reported the market for the above 
mentioned shipment position at £40 6s., 
which advanced on Thursday to £41 6s. 
with the market at that time very 
strong. On the spot there is so little 
business passing that it is difficult to 
secure an approximate trading level. 
Apparently the importers are trying to 
stimulate business, for spot material 
was offered at 9c., against 9%c. last 
week, notwithstanding the _ present 
higher market abroad. 

COCHIN.—The market remains very 
firm, and a very limited amount. of 
business is passing. While 9c. was 
quoted in one quarter, other interests 
are of the opinion that this was too 
low, and were holding out for 9%@ 
10c., although shipments for nearby 
material were available at 9%c. We

First hands continue to of- 
fer yellow oil, maximum 8 per cent., 
for January-June shipment from 
abroad at 65c. Some interests are quot- 
ing 70c. as an inside figure for Oriental 
oi] of first quality. In foots first hands 
are still quoting 6c. for January-June 
shipments and sales of spot material 
have been made at 64c. Yellow oil on 
the spot sold at 7ic. during the week 
for a 50-barrel lot. The following cor-

Liverpool, Dec. 13, 1909. 

The recent sharp decline in Spanish oil, in- 
stead of inducing business, has had the oppo 
site effect, as it has confirmed buyers in their 
ideas that prices will go substantially lower, 
and in their policy of holding off the market 
as long as possible. The consumption of oli,e 
oil recently has been less than expected, owing 
to the delay in arrival of the new clip wools, 
due to the coal strike in Australia, and stocks 
of oil have therefore lasted longer than ex- 
pected. 

The following is a translation of a 
special telegram to the Il Secolo XIX 
of Genoa of December 5:— 

Bari, Dec. 5, 1909 

This year the olive production is really enor- 
mous. In all parts of the Bari districts we 
have a crop such as we have not seen the 
like for many years, and containers are full 
of enormous heaps of olives.

DRUG REPORTER 


The Semaphore of Marseilles of De- 

cember 7, contained the following:— 
Tunis, Dec. 3, 1909. 

Current quotations show considerable decline 
in olive oils, especially in this district. In 
some parts the olive trees are so overloaded 
that the branches are breaking down under 
the weight of the fruit, Arabs to-day arrived 
from the interior and report that oil is selling 
at 75 frances per 100 liters. On the Tunis mar- 
ket the measure 20 liters is selling at 18 
francs, Competent dealers are giving it 
their opinion that prices will still lower, 
and consumers over here, who formerly had 
to pay 220 franes per 100 liters, are very well 
satisfied with the present state of affairs. 

The general situation is described as 
follows:— 

The Spanish crop, with the exception 
of the district of Jaen, is excellent. The 
Jaen production is somewhat deficient. 
In particularly in Corfu and 
the Ionian Islands, the crop is splen- 
did as regards quality and quantity. 
Crete and Asia Minor have a very good 
crop, and prices of new oil are show- 
ing the evidence of the abundance. The 
production of Portugal is also splendid, 
France is the only country where the 
crop is not favorable, but the pro 
duction there is not important enough 
to have any weight on the general sit- 
uation. 

CORN OIL.—Early in the week con- 
trolling interests announced a twenty- 
five point advance to the level of 6.90ce. 
for car lots and 6.95c. for smaller 
amounts. The demand continues fair- 
ly active and producers are well sold. 
The independent producers continue to 
shade the established price. An ex- 
port shipment of 60 barrels to Trieste 
is noted. 

PALM OIL.—The market is very firm 

at current quotations, and higher 
prices are looked for should the up- 
ward course of the other soap oils con- 
tinue unchecked. Sales in the Liver- 
pool market continue heavy, and ad- 
vances are the general rule each week. 
Genuine Lagos is firm at 6%@7c.; com- 
mercial Lagos at 65%@6%c.; bright red 
t 6@6\4c. 
PEANUT OIL.—Conditions have un. 
dergone little, if any, change, and for 
spot as well as nearby shipments 6c. 
is generally quoted for round lots, with 
6%c. quoted for smaller quantities. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Refined is quoted 
higher in one or two quarters to the 
63c. level, but 62c. is generally available 
elsewhere, although higher prices are 
looked for should an increased demand 
materialize. Burning and blown oils 
are unchanged. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Cables toward the 
end of the week reported the shipment 
to market as being around 6.80c., al- 
though some houses were of the opin- 
ion that this was too high, and a bet- 
ter price could be done. On the spot 
7c. was generally quoted, with some 
holders shading this. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—For January deliveries 
first hands are now asking 38c., and 
are stating that but small quantities 
of the oil are held by the Newfound- 
land producers. On the spot dealers 
report conditions rather quiet and 40 
@42c. is quoted again for Newfound- 
land and 38@40c. for domestic. 

LARD OIL.—It is still impossible to 
secure any appreciable amount of 
prime winter lard oil, and for the 
small amount of business that is pass- 
ing dealers are now asking $1.20 as an 
inside price, with other interests quot- 
ing up to $1.28. The off-grades are 
moving along more freely, but quota- 
tions can be repeated on the basis of 
our previous report. 

MENHADEN.—A sale of between 
600 and 700 barrels of Southern crude 
has been made at a price thought to 
be 25%c. f. o. b.

Pinene in Lemon Oil. 


Reverting to the subject of pinene in 
lemon oil, concerning which there has re- 
cently been much controversy between 
authorities on both sides of the Atlantic, 
a correspondent of the Chemist and

With regard to pinene present in the 
oil the quantity is small, yet quite sufficient 
tc make an appreciable difference in the rota 


tion of the first 10 per cent. of_distillate when | 


the oil is carefully distilled under reduced 
pressure, the difference being 6 to 7 degrees, 
but if turpentine had been added to say 10 
per cent. the difference would be 12 to 14 de 
grees, and, with the low rotation of the orig- 
inal oil, it would be quite sufficient to assure 
the analyst that the oil was abnormal with 
out going to the trouble of preparing a nitroso- 
chloride compound and examining same under 
the microscope, which examination could only 
be of value to an expert microscopist, to say 
nothing of the time and skill required to 
prepare and purify the compound. Pinene is 
undoubtedly present in all pure lemon oils, but 
not in such quantities that it can be con- 
founded with added turpentine. I see that Dr. 
Wiley is perfecting a method for determining 
the quantity of added lemon terpenes. If he 
will refer to my original tables (Burgess and 
Child, Jour. Soe Chem, Indst., December, 
1901) he will see that these can be easily de- 
tected by the method of fractional distillation 
as there described. I have examined many 
hundreds of samples of lemon oil by this 
method, and have no reason to change my 
views then stated, viz., that the method will 
at once show the quantity and quality of any 
adulterant likely to be present in lemon oil. 
The first fraction will detect turpentine, the 
second fraction will detect added lemon ter- 
penes, the third fraction will give the actual 
amount of aldehydes, alcohols and ethers 
and will show the presence of résins, waxes or 
mineral oils. I still maintain that the only 
way of arriving at the true value and purity 
of lemon oil is to carry out a careful frac- 
tionation into three parts, and to determine 
their constants by means of the polarimeter 
and refractometer. I have received many oils 
purposely adulterated in various ways, sub- 
mitted to me for examination, and I have in- 
variably been able to tell very closely the 
quantity and nature of the adulterant.

Market conditions continue of a rou- 
tine character, the regular movement 
being interrupted by the attention of 
buyers upon inventory taking and 
other details consequent upon the close 
of the year. Intimations were cur- 
rent that quotations for crude and re- 
fined were more susceptible to buyers’ 
favor, but market figures could be 
confirmed. Clearances for the week 
amounted to 2,570,216 pounds, against 
4,088,216 pounds as the previous total, 
and against 846,604 pounds for tne cor- 
responding week of last year.

F.axseed prices have not ruied as high 
lhis week as tney did last week, but tue 
ucmaiuu nas, aS usua:, peen more than 
enough to take the supply. Local trading 
on tne board has been very lignt in cnar- 
ucter recently, even iighter than is custom- 
ary, owing to the Lact that conditions 
have not veen such that seers nad liar 
seed to ofter. Most of the crushers here 
lave veen securing seed trom tne Nortn- 
west, but within the past fortnignt tne 
SWitchmen’'s Strike has 60 hampe:ed the 
movement to market that receipts have 
peen ight, There is not a crusuer here 
cunning on full time at the present, and 
one ot them was torced to suspend 
vperatuuions completely this week. seed 
was expected, and was in transit, but 
deiays through storms and snow, and the 
aiilicuity of getting the seed switched to 
tne main tracks of the rai.road com- 
panies formed the obstacies which crush- 
ers found so hard to overcome. in tne 
Northwest there has been a decided move- 
ment the last two weeks toward higher 
prices, and as Minneapolis is now at a 
premium over Duluth tor cash seed, the 
latter city, which is a large consumer of 
seed, through its oil mulls, has been 
coaxing such small shipments as there 
were trom the country to its market. 
Kaii movement throughout the North- 
west, aside from the trouble experienced 
at switching points, is especially slow 
now, as the flax country is piled hig! 
with snow, and there nave been some se- 
vere blizzards to check the movement o 
flax. At the same time the country roads 
are in such condition that it is hard to 
haul stuff, and as farmers were never 
more independent than they are now 
they are not making any special effort 
to get seed to market, even though prices 
be at the highest point in history. Under 
these conditions it can readiiy be seen 
that the local crusher stands small chance 
of having his wants filled. Reports fron, 
the Argentine do not go far to allay the 
tears that conditions will be better in the 
near future. It is reported from London 
that there probably will not be much over 
600,000 tons exportable surplus {in the 
Argentine. This, however, is more bull 
ish than the cabled accounts from the Ar- 
gentine to Chicago, which place the ex- 
portabie surplus at close to 800,000 bushels 
This would make a total of about 32,000,- 
000 bushels. No reports were current thi: 
week of purchases of Argentine seed for 
American crushers’ account, and while 
there have been some dickerings with for- 
eign brokers for Indian seed they hav 
not yet borne fruit, so far as the public 
knows. Chicago crushers can see nothing 
ahead, at least for a long time to tome 
but the hand-to-mouth operating that ha 
so long featured the trade here,

LINSEED OI 

There has been no aes change in 
the market the past week, either in de 
mand or in the price that has generally 
been asked for oil. The market is quot- 
ed firm at 68c., but there have been some 
instances where this price has been shad- 
ed, and at least one car of oil was sold 
the current week at 67c. It is probabl: 
that this is the largest single order se- 
cured this week, so that it can be seen 
the condition in which trade generally is 
Buying by the paint grinders is purely 
for their uses from day to day, or for a 
very short period. It is doubtful if the 
users of linseed oil would buy futures 
now, and it is also a question of grav 
doubt if the crushers themselves woul¢ 
take a chance in selling ahead. At least 
they would only sell as a hedge against 
previous purchases of seed, and as those 
are known to be light, through peceany 
there is little hope that there will bh 
much demand for oii for future use unti) 
the spring s@ason opens at any rate 
Stocks of oil in Chicago are abnormal! 
low, and they are not being added t 
so that it behooves the crushers to move 
slowly in the matter of selling their oi 
Tanks were never so near bare. The 
small crushers and the big crushers are 
alike in this respect, though it may 1! 
said that some of the small crushers have 
more oil, proportionately, than the bir 
concerns have. There never was a time 


when the future was more uncertain than 
now. If the trade could be assured that 
the market would hold up at its presen 
high price level, there would, no doubt, 
be more life in the trade, But there are 
many seed men who hoid to the belief 
that the short receipts at the principal 
markets, when taken in the light of the 
government estimate of more than 25,000,- 
000 bushels of seed, means that there will 
be a more liberal run to market in the 
spring, and because of this they are in- 
clined to predict lower prices. This 
checks the buyers, and the outlook now is 
for a slow, dull market for some time 


to come, 
LINSEED CAKE, 


The market is high nominally, but there 
is little actual life to the trade. The 
crushers in the Northwest have been 
caught between the upper and the nether 
millstones by the switchmen’s strike, for 
they are unable to get seed readily, and 
they have hard work getting the cake out 
of their mills and onto the tracks ready 
for shipment to seaports. Buyers on the 
vther side are haggling over the prices 
that are asked for futures, and they are 
usually asking for spot or prompt ship- 
ment cake, which the crusher is unable to 
offer them in any quantity. Some of the 
local mills are closed, and others running 
only part time, so that the outturn of 
cake is hardly more than the commit- 
ments which the mills already have, to- 
gether with a certain amount of cake 
which must be reserved for the domestic 
oilmeal trade. Brokers are quoting spot 
cake at $32, but it 1s doubtful if it could 
be bought at that price, and very cer- 
tainly not readily. 


CORN OIL, 


A strong, active market reported by the 
producers. Stocks are never allowed to 
accumulate, but the oil now is scarcely 
from the presses before it is taken. De- 
mand is more active than it has been for 
some time, and probably a larger amount 
of oil couid be. sold if it were to be had. 
Sellers are quoting $6.55 for oil in carlots, 
coperage, Chicago basis, while the price 
for tanks has been advanced to $6.10. 
These are the highest prices at which 
this oil ever has en quoted here, 


LARD OIL. 


A eee market, with prices at the levels 
of the previous week, is reported. De- 
mand does not seem to slacken, and in 
the face of the light supplies there is 
no reason for assuming that it will, 
though there is a large, bear faction in 
lard just now than there has been for 
some time. Hog receipts have been ex- 
ceptionally light this week, and the mar- 
ket has touched the highest level of the 
year. If there is any probability of a 
break in lard oil in the near future there 
is none in the trade possessed of the 
clairvoyant power to discern it. Prime is 
quoted at $1.15 per gallon; extra, winter 
strained, %c.; extra No. 1, 70c. No, 1, 
60c.; No, 2, 58c. This is for barred lots, 
while for smaller quantities a higher price 


is asked. 
NEATSFOOT OIL. 


No change reported. Demand is still 
active, and orders are liberal enough to 
take the outturn almost as fast as it is 
available. Packers advise that the in- 
quiry is the most active that they have 
known in years, especially in view of the 
fact quotations for all grades are so 
much above the normal, Eastern buyers 
are booking orders as fast as they need 
the oil, and this means practically all 
the time. Trades which use this oil are 
all busy, and with the light supply the 
active inquiry is not a source of any 
surprise. Quotations are as follows:— 
Prime, 20 degrees cold test, per gallon, 
$1; 25 degrees, 90c.; 30 degrees test, 70c. 
Tallow oil is active at 64c. for acidless, 
and 62e, for prime.

Conference on New York Pharmacy 
Bill. 


MEMBERS OF THE WHOLESALE AND 
RETAIL DRUG TRADE CONSIDER AND 
DISCUSS DRAFT OF BILL TO 
AMEND THB PHARMACY LAW 
OF THIS STATE, 


Under the auspices of the Legislative 
Committee of the New York State Phar- 
maceutical Association, a conference of 
representatives of the various drug and 
pharmaceutical interests and the edu- 
cational department of the State, was 
held in the rooms of the drug trade sec- 
tion of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation on Thursday afternoon, Presi- 
dent Stoddard, of Buffalo, being in_ the 
chair. The bill was in printed form, hav- 
ing been drafted by Senator Hill under 
the instructions of the State Committee 
pursuant to the sentiment of the confer- 


ence held some weeks ago. 
As printed, the bill provided for a board 
to be composed of five members to be 


appointed by the Governor, the State 
Association having the right to name 
three times this number of men from 
whom the Governor might make his se- 
lections. At the suggestion of the Depart- 
ment of Education and after considerable 
discussion it was agreed that the board 
should consist of nine members appointed 
by the Board of Regents from nominees 
by the association or from among other 
duly qualified pharmacists. The duties 
of the board are in a large measure sim- 
ilar to those that at present exist, ex- 
cept that the board cannot impose a 
penalty for violation of the law, but must 
bring action through the proper judiciar 
channels. It was attempted in the dra 
to require from violators of the law a 
penalty of $50 in addition to the punish- 
ment for a misdemeanor as provided else- 
where in the law, but Dr. A. F. Down- 
ing. of the educational department, crys- 
tallizing the arguments of the representa- 
tives of the retail trade, pointed out that 
such a provision would not be legal or 
just, and the proposition was dropped, 
The proposed law will embrace all the 
provisions having to do with pharmacy, 
including. a pure drug statute and the 
anti-cocaine law. In the former measure 
the greater interest of the wholesale trade 
was manifested. The bill as printed, 
sought to compel, adherence to the stand- 
ards of the Pharmacopoeia and the Na- 
tional Formulary in so far as the 
strength, quality, purity or percentage of 
alkaloids or other potent ingredients was 
concerned, labeling to the contrary i 
withstanding. This was objected to 
the representatives of the wholesalers as 
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conducive to much trouble in meeting the 
requirements under the present condition 
of supplies, and it was decided tnat the 
provisions of the national law with re- 
gard to permitting deviation from offi- 
cial standards wien the fact is stated on 
the label should apply to sales not to the 
consumer, while sales at retail should be 
governed by a stricter provision requiring 
universal adherence to the standards. Dr, 
H. H. Rusby, Federal drug expert at this 
port, opposed this compromise, saying that 
it was this loop-hole in the Federal law 
which permitted unscrupulous importers 
to get low-grade drug products into this 
country. He was of the impression that 
the Federal law will be amended so as to 
make the restrictions more stringent and 
thought that New York State should take 
the lead. It was brought out in the course 
of the discussion that little regard was 
paid to the present State law, which re- 
quires that articles sold under an official 
name shall be of official standard. ‘Lne 
use of wood alcohol in any remedy will be 
prohibited under the new law. The other 
adulterating and misbranding clauses are 
similar to those of the Federal act, al- 
though the prescriptions of physicians, 
dentists or veterinarians are exempted 
from the requirement that the presence 
of certain ingredients be stated on the 
labei; and the Homeopathic Pharmaco- 
Poeia is recognized. 

The refilling of prescriptions for opium 
and its alkaloids and for chloral will be 
restricted, and an attempt will be made 
to include the synthetic preparations 
which are similar to cocaine in their 
narcotic action, with cocaine and eucaine, 
to the sale of which the present pro- 
visions of the penal code will apply. The 
poison schedules will be revised so as to 
bring them up to date and include the re- 
cent additions to drugs that are now 
classed as poisons. 

The provisions of the bill with regard to 
the sale of drugs by others than phar- 
macists are similar to those in the pres- 
ent law, although there seems to be an 
inclination to take from schedule C a 
number of preparations which it is not 
considered advisable to permit merchants 
to handle. It will be required that cer- 
tain classes of poisons, not including in- 
secticides, when sold by a_ storekeeper, 
must bear the name and business ad- 
dress of a licensed pharmacist. 

The guaranty clause provides for an 
exemption from prosecution of any per- 
son who can establish a guaranty for 
the drug in question and prove that he 
did not manipulate the drug after it 
reached his hands. The original draft 
did. not recognize the guaranties given 
under the Federal food and drug act, but 
only such as related to the statute itself. 
This was objected to slightly by the job- 
bing interests and the manufacurers, and 
it was agreed that some provision should 
be made for recognizing national guar- 
anties, but so as not to give them prece- 
dence over the State guaranty. The 
guaranty must state the full name and 
place of business of the guarantor,

VALUES OF SOYA BEAN, PEANUT AND 

COTTONSEED AND OTHER MEALS CON- 

TRASTED—HIGH MARKETS FOR OILS 

AND GREASES—IMPORTS AT HAM- 
BURG—A DANGEROUS PRACTICE 
OF ADULTERATING—HOW MEAL 
IS HANDLED IN DISCHARG- 
ING—SHORT WEIGHTS GEN- 
ERAL—METHODS OF ARBI 
TRATION CRITICISED, 
ET¢C., ETC. 
Washington, Dec, 31, 1909. 

An exceedingly comprehensive report 
upon the market for oil-seed products in 
Germany has been received by the Bu- 
reau of Manufactures from Special Agent 
Julien L, Brode, the bureau’s cotton oil 
expert, who is now engaged in. the inves- 
tigation of foreign openings for American 
oil, cake, meal, etc. Writing from Ham- 
burg, under date of December 3, 1909, Mr. 
Brode says:— 

Owing to the high prices prevailing, 
little trading in cottonseed products is now 
going on with American exporters, The cot- 
tonseed meai and cake whicn are now in sec- 
ond hands on this side of the Atlantic can be 
bought cheaper than that offered trom America. 
‘the prices asked ¢ariy in December, (909, for 
New Orieans prime meal, 49 per cent. protein 
and fat, is $35 per long ton, and the price tor 
Texas prime meal, 55 per cent. protein and 
fat, is $39.25 per long ton, Prices c. i. f. 
Hamburg, December shipment, The stocks in 
second hands are not heavy, 

The Germans are not taking very kindly to 
the soya-bean meal. It is thought that possi- 
bly 25,000 tons of the meal have been bought, 
but most of it will go to the extreme north- 
ern section around the port of Esbjerg, between 
which and England there is direct and fre- 
quent steamship service, and the buyers are 
easily accommodated as to quantity and time 
of shipment. The English mills are sending 
out bullish letters concerning this product, 
Stating they are sold far ahead, but all seem 
to be willing to sell small quantities of a hun- 
dred tons or so tor prompt shipment. It is 
difficult to get an idea of the quantities of soya 
bean meal and cake that are yet unsold, and 
that will yet be manufactured during the sea- 
son. It is reported in Hamburg that freight 
has been booked for 200,000 tons of soya beans 
for January and February shipment from Cht« 
nese ports to England. If this is a fact, it 
looks 2s if there will sufficient soya bean 
products to go around some time yet to 
come. 

PRICES AND QUALITIES OF SOYA BEAN 
AND PEANUT MEAL. 

Present prices of the soya bean meal are 
from $32.40 to $33.40 per long ton c, i. f. 
Hamburg. Prices vary according to the analy- 
sis guaranteed and the time of shipment. 
Nearby shipment is bringing a premium over 
later shipment. The meal, when it is ground 
from the cake, contains about 7 per cent. oil 
and 41 per cent. protein. Some of the mills, 
by a chemical process, extract 90 per cent. ot 
this oil, leaving only about 1 per cent. fat in 
the meal, This quality of meal sells between 
50 cents and 75 cents per ton lower than the 
meal which has not been so treated, The 
treatment changes very little the appearance 
of the meal. 

Peanut meal is popular in Germany with 
many of the farmers, and is used in rations 
for dairy cows. Farmers like to mix it with 
the cottonseed meal. They claim that the two 
give better results when fed together than eith- 
er will give when fed singly. In all, there are 
annually imported about 40,000 tons of peanut 
meal, This season, however, it is expected 
there will be much more imported. The re- 
ports from the Coromondel (India) and the 
Gambia (West Africa) crops are very favor- 
able, and a large peanut crop is expected. The 
Gambia crop is said to be double a normal 
crop, The Rufisque (East Africa) crop is said 
to be very poor this season. The short crop 
of East Africa will hardly affect the peanut 
cake and meal market, but the edible peanut 
oil market will be much affected, since it is 
from the Rufisque nuts that most of the edible 
peanut oil is made. The peanut meal and 
cake from the new crop will begin to come 
in the market by February, and by that time 
it will be badly needed. ven if the stocks 
are large, high prices in it are expected to pre- 
vail. 

The best grade of the peanut cake, made 
from the Rufisque nuts, is now bringing about 
$38.40 per ton, but lower grades, running 55 
per cent. protein and fat, can be bought at 
$33.50 per ton. New crop peanut cake and 
meal is being offered at about $1 per ton 
cheaper. Prices are c. i, f. Hamburg, It is 
thought that the bulk of the oil meal and oil 
cake demand will soon turn to these products, 
as their good qualities are already known 
and they are cheaper than the cottonseed 
products. 

VARIOUS SEED CAKES COMPARED. 

The sesame seed crop is also reported to be 
a large one, but its products will hardly affect 
the general situation, since at best the manu- 
factured tonnage is relatively small in com- 
parison to the other products. The present 
price of the cake is about $34.80 c. i. f. Ham- 
burg. This product tests about 48 per cent. 
protein and fat combined. 

Palm nut cake and cocoanut cake enjoy 
quite a market in Germany, about 40,000 tons 
of the two being marketed annually. The 
former. tests about 25 per cent. and the latter 
about 30 per cent. protein and fat. The sell- 
ing price is about $31 per ton ec, i. f. Hamburg.

Corn cakes, the by-products of our American 
glucose factories, have been successfully ex- 
ploited in Germany, and a good trade has been 
built up in them, One American firm has ex- 
tensively advertised these products over the 
Empire, and in feeding sections gave magic- 
lantern exhibitions, bringing out by picture 
demonstrations the salient feeding features of 
their product. There is thought to be at least 
50,000 tons of these cales now annually im- 
ported here. The cakes test about 39 per cent. 
— and fat, and about 45 per cent. carbo- 

vdrates. The present price is now about 
$53.25 per ton ec. i. f. Hamburg. 

Rapeseed cake is said to cause cows to pro- 
duce much milk, but not rich milk. There is 
considerable of it manufactured in Germany. 
It is usually fed mixed with some of the richer 
oil meals. Adulteration of it is sometimes 
made with weeds which make the cattle sick, 
and for this reason there are many farmers 
who are afraid to employ it in their feed ra- 
tions. The present price is about $30 per ton

ago have been returned) The markets in Ger- 
many are at the date of writing very bere of 
stocks. 

With the cottonseed crop, the Rufsque peanut 
crop, and the sunfiower-seed crop all badly 
short there is a big defleienvy to be made up 
in the edible oil markets of the world. The olive 
crop is @ large one, but the price of the oll 
puts it beyond consideration as # substitute 
tor the other oils mentioned, However, when 
there is a full supply of olive oll less of the 
vther oils are needed, especially in the Medi- 
terranean countries, where much of our cot- 
tonseed oil went last year to supply the big 
deficiency in olive oil. Conditions have just 
reversed themselves this season, and it 1s now 
the olive oil substitutes which are badly short. 
This signifies that comparatively high prices 
for olive oil will probably be maintained, and 
this feature carries with it continued high 
prices for oils which are usually used as sub- 
etitutes for olive oil. 

The prices of the twu classes of olls—olive 
and vegetable seed—this season will probably 
eet closer together than for some seasons past, 
that of the olive oil declining somewhat and 
that of the vegetable oils moving up. There 
seems to be no feature of the vil market from 
the European side that can suggest a weakness, 
unless it is that later the high prices may 
seriously curtail the consumption of the 
usually edible grades of oil, and lower grades 
of olive oil, peanut oil, soya oil, etc., will be 
pressed into use for human consumption. To 
this iimit it seems the edible oil markets will 
sradually move. 

A butter and cooking grease made from cv- 
voanut oil is now enjoying a big demand in 
Germany. It can be bought cheaper tnan 
margarine, lard or lard compound, and seems 
to be gaining in popularity right along.

MEAL AND CAKE IMPORTS AT HAMBURG. 


Through Hamburg, the leading port of Ger- 
many, there annually passes between 225,000 
and 275,000 tons of oil cake and oil-cake meal. 
About 85 per cent. of this tonnage Is composed 
of the latter. The meal is mure popular with 
German farmers than the oil cake; this is just 
the reverse in Denmark. 

Of this importation about one-half fs cotton- 
seed meal and cake. The following table gives

More Texas cottonseed meal 
than that which comes via New 
vannah. 

One dealer said that he bolted all of the cot- 
tonseed meal that he received which had not 
been bolted in the United States, and that an 
astonishing amount of brass pins and small 
brass metal pieces were found in the screen- 
ings. The electromagnets employed by tne 
crude oil mills evidently do not catch such ma- 
terial. 

One shipment of Texas cottonseed meal whicn 
arrived here this fall showed, on chemical 
analysis, an adulteration of 10 per cent. finety 
ground rice hulls. In the sample shown to the 
writer and which was said to represent the 
lot these rice hulls were visible to the eye. 
While the meal tested up to contract guaranty 
of 56 per cent. protein and fat. a claim has 
been made on the American exporter for this 
adulteration. Such practices, if continued, will 
surely bring our cottonseed meal Into disrepute 
in foreign markets, and they should not be tol- 
erated by the associations of oil mills and 
exporters In America. 


DISCHARGING MEAL CARGOES 
BURG. 


The unloading of cottonseed meal from two 
ships was witnessed by the writer. One 
steamer, the Kingsgate, contained a full cargo 
of cottonseed meal from Texas ports. The 
buyer’s representative handled the scales and 
the seller’s representative wrote down weight; 
six seventy-five-kilo bags (kilo equals 2.2 
pourds) were weighed at a time, and the 
scales were balanced within a half kilo, which 
is estimated. The weight book showed the 
lot was running about 44% kilos to every six 
bags which should have weighed 450 kilos. 
This was a larger shortage than the one per 
cent, allowable. 

In the hold there

were men sewing those 
sacks which needed it. These men were em- 
ployed by the buyer. Rope slings were used 
and in the Hghters there were a number of 
bags which had rents in them where the rope 
had cut tnrough the burlap. The bags were 
new. The unloading of this vessel seems to 
have been, on the whole, satisfactory. 

On the other steamer—the Hercules, of Bilbou 
—the unloading was not so well done. The 
lower hold was nearly empty and the hatches 
were up. The writer was told that most of 
the cargo from the lower hold had been dils- 
charged at Rotterdam. 

The unloading was going on from between 
decks. The rope sling containing six seventy 
five-kilo bags swung out with considerable 
force and struck heavily against the pile of 
bags opposite. Frequently a bag would burst 
partly open, and many of the bags in the 
pile were knocked into the lower hold—a fall 
of thirty feet or more. The hold nad so much 
loose meal in it that these bags of meal which 
were yet stored there were hardly visible. The 
stevedore said this meal was swept up, re- 
sacked and prorated among the buyers in 
proper proportion according to their tonnage. 
The shippers were given credit for it. When 
the meal all runs uniform, it is not a serious 
matter; but when one lot contains dark meal 
this mav cause all of the sweepines to fall 
below prime. The several brands of thie cargo 
were mixed. However. this was evidently the 
favit of those who loaded the ship. The 
Rotterdam cargo shovld nave been stored be- 
tween decks and the Hambure cargo stored In 
the hold. The stevedore explained that he could 
not cease loading from the side from which he 
was unloading, as the ship was listing badly, 
so the banging went briskly along. Those baes 
which escaped being bursted were naturally 
badly strained and mav burst at any time dur- 
ine the several handlings they must undergo 
before reaching the feed lots. These were 
new bags. What would have happened had 
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this meal been sacked In second-hand wheat 

bags can well be imagined. Export meal 

should all be sacked in new, strong burlap 

bags. Even they are severely taxed. 

MANNER OF WEIGHING—REPREHENSI- 
BLE PRACTICES. 

The weighing of this shipment was also in 
the hands of the buyer’s representative, who 
merrily called out the weights to the seller’s 
representative while the indicator of the scale 
was in wide and rapid oscillation. However, 
the weight booked showed this meal also to be 
averaging about 442 kilos per six 75-kilo bags, 
a shortage above the 1 per cent, allowable, 

The sampling in both instances was done 
thoroughly. Meal was taken from each bag. 
In some instances, on the Hercules, two differ- 
ent brands were in the same sling, while the 
samples drawn from them all went into the 
same small bag. The top sacks in the sling 
cover up the brands of the lower bags. If 
some mark is placed on the end of each bag 
the separate brands could be more easily dis- 
tinguished, and the chances of getting them 
mixed when discharging would be _ reduced. 
As it is now, one exporter some time may have 
to pay a ciaim on another's meal. 

Both here and in Denmark there is much 
complaint against an exporting firm in New 
Orleans which is reported to have sold much 
cottonseed meal and cake last spring and 
summer for future shipments, and later—after 
the market advanced—to have notified his buy- 
ers, the latter claim, that he was unable to 
fill his contracts or to pay them the differ- 
ence in market value. From Copenhagen the 
writer has letters trom buyers of this firm 
claiming losses amounting to about $20,000; 
and at Hamburg two importers claim to have 
suffered losses aggregating $12,000. The buy- 
ers state that they in good faith resold their 
purchases to others after making them, and 
at this late date they must buy in the goods 
with which to fill their sale contracts. They 
say they not only suffer the loss of their 
profits, but heavy actual losses as well. The 
principal of this firm is reported to have for- 
merly been a resident of Hamburg, where his 
father is now in business. Such unreliability 
on part of a firm trading at an American port 
may have an effect to shake to some extent 
the confidence of European importers in our 
American export concerns. However, it may 
emphasize the advisability of confining their 
trading to members in good standing of our 
associations of oil mills and dealers, among 
whom such methods are not tolerated. 


GERMAN COTTONSEED MILLS. 


There are now about six plants crushing cot- 
tonseed in Germany, Last season, it is said, 
nearly 100,000 pounds of cottonseed oil were 
made here, and, considering the extensions 
to the business now being made, it is thought 
that within the next few seasons fully 200,000 
barrels of cottonseed oil will be manufactured 
in Germany. Five years ago the annual im- 
portation of cottonseed oil was about 275,000 
barrels. During the last few years this im- 
portation has been reduced, and now only 
about 175,000 barrels are imported. The cot- 
tonseed oil made in Germany is replacing the 
imported article, and it is evident that there 
will be still further decrease as the output of 
the home manufacturers is increased, The best 
German cottonseed oil compares favorably with 
the American oil. The color of the samples 
shown the writer were strictly prime, but the 
flavor was not so neutral as that of our oil. 
Two grades are made. The second grade is 
prime in color, but the flavor is somewhat 
stronger than the first grade. The difference 
in price is about 1 cent per pound. The seed 
imported comes mostly from Egypt, hut some 
comes from the islands along the Carolina 
coast. During the year 1908 there were about 
52,500 tons of cottonseed imported to Germany. 
In 1902 there were only 12,335 tons received. 
The present price is $42 per ton c. i, f. Ham- 
burg. The supply is now closely bought up. 
The price of Egyptian seed increased in one 
day, at the end of November, $1.50 per ton. 
Such a sharp advance for this seed is consid- 
ered very unusual. 

The cottonseed cake and meal made in Ger- 
many tests about 30 per cent. protein and fat. 
All of the hulls, on which there is practically 
no lint, are worked up into the cake. The 
present price is about $27 per ton f, o. b. Ger- 
man mills. 

There is an oil mill now being erected at 
Harburg (near Hamburg) which will have a 
daily crushing capacity of 250 tons of cotton- 
seed The plant will be ready in April to com- 
mence crushing. It is owned by a company 
which has already established at Harburg 
large plants for crushing oleaginous seed and 
copra. In all, these plapts are now capable of 
crushing daily 750 tons of raw materials. 


MINK DELINTERS TO BE INSTALLED. 


In the new cottonseed oil mill there will be 
installed the recent invention of Mr. Paul 
Mink, of Bremen. These machines thoroughly 
take off the lint from the hull of the woolly 
cottonseed. With these machines in operation 
the American and the Turkish seed from 
around Smyrna can be worked. These same 
machines are now installed in one of the 
largest oil mills at Marseilles. The lint will 
be shipped to Mr. Mink at Bremen. From this 
lint Mr, Mink’s machines at Bremen turn out 
an excellent paper stock, fine writing paper, 
and also a fiber that looks like silk. These 
machines are patented by Mr. Mink, and the 
hull-delinting machine was invented to pro- 
vide the lint for his paper factory. Owing to 
the limited quantity of the lint-covered seed 
in the European markets, it is the intention of 
Mr. Mink and his partner, Mr. de Segunda, 
to operate in the United States, where lint- 
eovered seed is plentiful. Inasmuch as the 
hulled brand will enable the mills to get more 
oil from the meats and to turn out a grade 
of meal of even-running quality, free from 
the lint which is so objectionable to the 
trade, this invention should be well received 
by the American cotton oil mills, It is thought 
that at central points in the South paper fac- 
tories will be erected to which the oil mills 
could ship the lint extracted from the hulls. 


THE HAMBURG METHOD OF _ ARBI- 
TRATION. 


The contracts made between American ex- 
porters and German buyers in cottonseed prod- 
ucts are made subject to the rules of arbitra- 
tion of the ‘‘Verein der am Futtermittelhandel 
beteiligten Firmen.’’ This is an association of 
German feed dealers, which has its headquar- 
ters at Hamburg. Briefly, the mode of pro- 
cedure is, when a difference arises that is to 
be arbitrated, for the buyer to select a man 
and the seller to select a man and the two 
to decide upon a third man before whom they 
can lay the case, should they not be able to 
agree; all three must be members of the asso- 
ciation. The two, or three, must listen to tes- 
timony of witnesses, or experts, should this be 
desired by the principals. From the decision 
of this committee, either principal can appeal 
to a higher tribunal, which is composed of five 
directors of the association. The cost of arbi- 
tration is about $10.10 for 100 tons, $20 for 200 
tons and $5 more for each hundred tons addi- 
tioral. This is when two men handle the case, 
but when the third man, or referee, is called 
in. the charges are advanced 50 per cent. 
When the case is apnealed the second cost is 
three times that of the cost of thé first two 
a. Zale makes the cost of apneal 
rather «h when small awards fo 
are arbitrated. . 

In the first case the money goes to the arbi- 
trators, amd wien there is an appeal 75 per 
cent. of the money collected as costs goes to 
the members of the board of appeals and 25 per 
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cent. goes to the association. When there is 
no decision the costs are divided between the 
two contestants. 


HAMBURG METHOD OPEN TO CRITICISM. 


In this manner of conducting an arbitration 
the American exporters are at a disadvantage. 
The method is subject to just criticism from 
several standpoints. 

Most of the cases for arbitration are on qual- 
ity. The exporter sells to different people, 
who, when there is to be an arbitration, in 
most cases appoint different men. The ex- 
porter’s agent may be objectionable to some of 
his buyers, so he must appoint some one else. 
In such a case, if he is not intimately ac- 
quainted, he must rely on another man’s judg- 
ment—that of his agent—to select a man. _ In- 
dividual character counts a great deal in such 
a small committee. In a two-handed case, an 
obstinate man may cause a man with a peace- 
ful nature to recede from a just position. The 
referee may happen to have a higher personal 
opinion of the judgment of one man than he 
Inay have of the other, and unintentionally 
give a partial verdict. A good arguer may be 
able to present his side more strongly than a 
less able man. There is many times a serious 
discussion over the referee. Each man wants 
a good, personal friend. All of this local per- 
sonal side of the case places the distant Amer- 
ican exporter at a disadvantage. 

However, he is also placed at a disadvan- 
tage at home. He must make his claims for 
quality on the oil mills before the shipments 
leave the American ports. When each time 
new men sit on the quality of his shipments 
at destination, he never knows what to expect. 
On some shipments of cottonseed meal, against 
which he has possibly claimed 50 cents per ton 
from the mill, he is compelled to pay his Ham- 
burg buyer $1 per ton, and sometimes this. is 
just vice versa. The method of having dif- 
ferent men each time make awards does not 
permit of these awards being consistent.

The 
practice they get makes them competent to 
make consistent awards on quality. Consistent 
awards from the Hamburg association would 
soon enable the American exporter to know in 
advance about how large the Hamburg allow- 
ance would be, and he could make his claim 
on the mill accordingly. The Hamburg im- 
porter would also learn about how large an 
award he would secure, and he would make 
his claim on the American exporter accord- 
ingly. Hence the standards set up by the com- 
mittee would become known in both the Amer- 
ican and German ports, and the result would 
be less arbitrations. This is what is strongly 
desired to facilitate trading. 

The five men composing the arbitration board 
should not be told the names of the buyer or 
seller, but should decide the case impartially 
on its merits. 

If the seller shows he has offered to pay the 
buyer an allowance no smaller than that which 
the committee later awards the buyer, then the 
buyer should pav the arbitration fees. This 
will have the effect of causing some buyers 
to recede from arbitrary positions, and to ac- 
cept proper allowances when they are offered 
them by the sellers. . 

One agent stated that one buyer in Ham- 
burg made a claim on some rice bran before 
he had ever seen the samples. He said the 
buyer in excuse said that he always made 
claims, and if the committee of arbitration did 
not allow him anything. he was only out the 
eost of half the foes This is not meant as 4 
reflection on the Hamburg buyers in general, 
This type is liable to be found anywhere. 

These complaints have been favorably re- 
ceived by the chairman of the association and 
also by the leading importing agents here to 
whom the subject was wroached. Several have 
already experienced some of the drawbacks of 
their present system, and frankly stated that 
a change is needed. Regulations covering the 
arbitration methods used in the United States 
by the largest associations of oil mills, expor- 
ters, feed dealers. etc.. have been placei in 
the hands of the chairman of the Hamburg 
association and he said that the matter wouid 
be Ieid before their body at their next annual 
meetine, where motions for changes were in 
order, an’ thot he anticipated the American 
plan would be adopted.

The holiday week seems to have ex- 
erted its usual influence on the market 
and dealers have taken advantage of 
current trading conditions to attend to 
the customary details incident upon the 
close of the year. The interval has not 
been especially prolific in price changes 
or interesting developments. Opium 
was without new interest and nomi- 
nally steady. The only event of 
quinine interest was the higher unit 
seored at the Amsterdam auction. The 
1910 schedule for Conti’s white castile 
soap indicated a lower level on the po- 
sition of olive oil. Whole Russian 
cantharides reacted on the lack of in- 
quiry. The glycerine market was in 
further upward tendeney under the 
old influences. The restriction upon 
importations of Haarlem oil sent the 
market to a higher level. Menthol was 
in better inquiry, with the tendency 
firmer. Vanilla beans attracted more 
favorable attention in consequence of 
primary developments. Lemon oil was 
advanced in sympathy with foreign ad- 
vices and higher prices were asked in 
some quarters for bergamot. There was 
au less active demand for refined cam- 
phor and competition was stimulated 
to a keener degree. Considerable in- 
terest centered in short buchu, the 
London market reaching a 2s. level. 
Damiana and digitalis were firm on 
continued scarcity. Alexandria senna 
was cabled at a material advance 
abroad, but no variation was noted 
in spot prices. Golden seal was firmer 
in sympathy with country conditions. 
Jalap yielded further to the slow de- 
mand.

Late developments in the vanilla sit- 
uation have been of more than usual 
significance at this season, and have 
been instrumental in imparting a much 
more confident sentiment in the mar- 
ket, with the probability of higher 
prices upon the renewal of buying in- 
terest early in the year. The most 
tangible factor in contributing to this 
condition has been the buoyant tend- 
ency of Bourbons in France as a result 
of the continued lightness of receipts 
from the producing islands. Interest 
centered in the arrival of December 15 
at Marseilles, which the trade believed 
would be in the neighborhood of that 
of the same date last year, amounting 
to 550 cases. When it proved to be but 
248 cases, the leading operators showed 
keener disposition to cover their re- 
quirements, interest in which had been 
relaxed with the hopes that the ex- 
pected heavier arrivals would render 
the market more susceptible to their 
cause, The effect was augmented when 
the vessel arriving at Marseilles on 
December 25 from the islands brought 
91 cases, against 197 cases on the cor- 
responding day of last year, and the

market as well as in London. The 
comparative Tightness of the season’s 
receipts of the various gradés of Bour- 
bons at Marseilles is indicated by the 
following record covering arrivals 
since October 15 for the last two years: 
—1908, October 15, 283 cases; October 25, 
115 cases; November 15, 162 cases; No- 
vember 25, 167 cases; December 15, 550 
cases; December 25, 197 cases; a total of 
1,474 cases. 1909, October 15, 217 cases; 
October 25, 72 cases; November 15, 163 
cases; November 25, 118 cases; Decem- 
ber 15, 248 cases; December 25, 91 cases; 
a total of 909 cases. The receipts so 
far this season are said to represent 
two-thirds of the entire Bourbon pro- 
duction. The French operators were 
quick to foresee the trend of the mar- 
ket upon the stronger statistical show- 
ing, and with inquiries current for 
American account in France to lend 
bullish support to these views prices 
were soon in the ascendant. For head 
and tail lots which had previously been 
available in the neighborhood of 32@ 
35 francs per kilo the ideas of sellers 
rose to 37@40 francs, while especially 
desirable goods were held at 43 francs. 
Three tons of head and tail Madagas- 
car stock was offered at 37 francs. Ex- 
pected requirements for European ac- 
count were expected to sustain the 
French markets in the event of any 
hesitation on the part of American 
buyers to meet the higher vaiues, Ad- 
vices on the Mexican situation have 
also been of a stimulating character, 
latest news indicating that the crop 
is expected to turn out below the ear- 
lier estimates. According to the in- 
formation now at hand the production 
of whole beans amounted to 9,000,000 
beans, or about 80,000 pounds, against 
200,000 pounds as previously, while the 
yield of cuts was placed at 35,000 
pounds, or one-half that of the former 
season. While the tendency of the 
Mexican market has been upward since 
curers began their operations in the 
new crop, Mexican beans and cuts are 
now regarded by local dealers as af- 
fording a more advantageous basis for 
meeting their wants. On the present 
basis of the French markets Bourbons 
could not be imported much below $3.50, 
or about 50c. above the basis of new 
Mexican cuts, the first receipts of 
which are now due. For old Bourbons 
on spot $3 can still be done, while there 
are sellers of Mexican cuts at $2.75. 
The recent developments are likely to 
cause an early advance in the latter, a 
$3 level being awaited with the first 
As spot stocks of 
Bourbons are believed to be unusually 
light for this season, efforts will be 
made to interest buyers more in Mexi- 
cans, holdings of which are fairly good 
and which are regarded as richer in 
their vanilla yield. Indications point 
to the renewal of buying interest ear- 
lier in the year than is usually experi- 
enced,-as many of the larger consum- 
ers have either remained out of the 
market or have followed a hand-to- 
mouth policy in the expectation of 
cheaper prices.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The last week of the year has been 
productive of no unusual deveiopments 
in the industrial situation. Advices at 
hand from various manufacturing 
points indicate satisfactory business 
Canditions and a favorable trade cut- 
look. As usual, the holidays have lad 
a tendency to interrupt the routine 
order of business, and interest has 
been concentrated on retail more tian 
wholesale trade. The most disturbing 
feature at the moment is the unsettled 
conditions in different labor circles. 
Rumors of threatened strikes on some 
of the largest Western transportation 
companies are becoming more numer- 
ous, and in some sections the situa- 
tion has become quite acute. Hope is 
entertained, however, that differences 
will be amicably settled before the 
new year has advanced very far. The 
recent heavy fall of snow has retarded 
shipments, and out-of-town deliveries 
have been seriously delayed; this has 
also tended to make the interval a 
quiet one. Seasonable activity is re- 
ported in the paper-making sections. 
Activity at the textile mills is said 
to be of fair proportions, but the de- 
mand for prompt deliveries has not 
been as urgent as formeliy. The large 
glass plants are running full time, and 
business is reported to be gradually 
increasing. Advices from some of the 
leading leather and rubber concerns de- 
note encouraging trade conditions. 
Agricultural staples are being marketed 
rapidly, and the movement from the 
South and West is finding ready chan- 
nels of consumption, both at home 
and abroad. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 4%@4% per cent. for ninety days 
and 4% per cent. for six months. Call 
money on the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 4%@7 per cent., Friday’s 
closing being 4% per cent. The higher 
grades of mercantile paper are held 
at 4%@5% per cent. for choice four and 
six months’ single names, 54%4@6 per 
cent. for others. Bar silver closed Fri- 
day at 52%c. Mexican dollars were 
44@48c. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4.8675@4.8685 
demand, $4.8730@4.8735 cables, and com- 
mercial bills $4.82144@4.83%4. 

The trend of the securities market 
has been toward a higher level, al- 
though the movement has been some- 
what irregular. The action of a cer- 
tain railroad stock early in the week 
caused a miniature panic for a time, 
but the market soon recovered and 
equilibrium was restored. Specialties 
have again met with popular favor, 
and smart advances have been re- 
corded. Some of the most prominent 
were National Lead, American Agri- 
cultural Chemical and American Lin- 
seed Oil. 

The National Carbon Company has 
declared a quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent. on its common stock, pay- 
able January 15.

Denatured Alcohol from Waste 


Molasses. 


FROM THE BY-PRODUCT OF THE SUGAR 
BEET CAN BE OBTAINED ALCOHOL, 
FERTILIZER MATERIAL AND 
OTHER USEFUL INGREDIENTS— 
MONOGRAPH BY C. 0. TOWNS- 
END, OF THE BUREAU 
OF PLANT INDUSTRY. 


Washington, Dec. 31, 1909. 


A monograph upon the utilization of the 
by-products of sugar making from beets, 
prepared by C. O. Townsend of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, contains some in- 
teresting data concerning the manufac- 
ture of denatured alcohol and other prod- 
ucts from the waste molasses and the use 
of the lime cake as a fertilizer. Mr. 
Townsend says:— 


“‘An Important use for the waste molasses is 
in the manufacture of alcohol, including that 
for denaturing purposes. One gallon of beet 
molasses, containing about 50 per cent. of 
sugar, weighs approximately twelve pounds, 
and will yield about three pints of 95 per cent. 
aleohol; therefore, a_ fifty-gaZlom barrel of 
waste molasses will produce about nineteen 
gallons of 9 per cent. alcohol. Besides alco- 
hol, the distilleries produce as a by-product 
fusel oil, and the remaining slop or refuse is 
of great value. Fusel oil finds commercial 
value in the manufacture of lacquers. Waste 
molasses is also utilized to some extent in the 
manufacture of vinegar of a satisfactory qual- 
ity. Certain medicinal preparations have been 
Separated from this slop, such as betaine. The 
slop or refuse of a distillery contains the salts 
and organic matter that were present in the 
molasses, From the concentration of this 
slop potash salts are obtained and nitrogen 
compounds are prepared in Germany and other 
foreign countries that are used as fertilizers. 
In this country this waste product known as 
slop is usually dried and ground up with fish 
scraps or other material and placed on the 
market as a commercial fertilizer. When 
these methods of disposing of the waste mo- 
lasses are ,practiced approximately ajll_ the 
material extracted from the beet is utilized. 

“Formerly waste molasses was used in Eu- 
rope in the manufacture of soap, three grades 
of which were produced, namely, hard, medium 
and soft. Efforts are being made by the Office 
of Public Roads to determine the practicabil- 
ity of utilizing waste molasses in combination 
with other material in constructing blocks for 
street-paving purposes, Whether or not these 
blocks will be sufficiently durable for practi- 
cal purposes can be determined only by a pro- 
longed test, which is now under way. 

“When the value of denatured alcohol is 
better understood it will undoubtedly come 
into more general use, and it is probable that 
waste molasses will form an important source 
of this product. In some countries a portion 
of the waste molasses is utilized in the man- 
ufacture of briquettes by mixing coal dust 
with molasses, pressing and drying. It is 
probable that other uses of a more or less im- 
portant nature will be found for this by- 
product from time to time, but even with our 
present knowledge of the value of this impor- 
tant material not one pound of residuary mo- 
lasses should be allowed to go to waste. 


LIME CAKE. 


“As already stated, there are certain non- 
sugars in the beet juice that prevent imme- 
diate crystallization of the sugar. In order 
to remove some of these substances the juice 
ig treated with milk of lime. The amount of 
lime used in the preparation of the milk of 
lime is generally about 2 to 6 per cent. of the 
weight of the beets sliced; that is a factory 
slicing 500 tons of beets a day will require 
from ten to thirty tone of lime daily. The 
amount needed, therefore, for a 100-day run 
would average about 2.000 tons, making a total 
for all the factories in the country of nearly 
200,000 tons, After the lime has combined 
with certain substances in the beet juice, the 
liauld containing the sugar is pressed through 
filter cloths and the lime cake remains behind. 
Comparatively little use has been made of this 
by-product in this country, while in Europe it 
is in general use as a fertilizer. So far we 
have tested lime cake as a fertilizer and it 
has given satisfactory results in nearly all 
cases. It is to be especially recommended in 
the case of acid soils and hard soils that need 
some material to make them more friable. It 
is certainly an enormous waste of valuable 
material to wash the lime cake into the sewers 
and gullies, as is done in the great majority 
of American factories at the present time. 
The difficulty in handling this material and 
spreading it uniformly over the land is a 
serious hindrance to its use as a fertilizer. 
The cost of transportation is also an impor- 
tant consideration in this connection. In a 
few irrigated sections the lime cake is washed 
out over the fields with the waste water, under 
which condition it is spread more or less uni- 
formly and appears to be very beneficial to 
alfalfa and other field crops. If it could be 
passed through some process or mixed with 
some material that would render its handling 





























easier it would undoubtedly come into more 
general use as a fertilizer. 

‘“‘Numerous efforts have been made to utilize 
the lime cake in the manufacture of cement 
in this country, but, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, the tests made have not yet been en- 
tirely satisfactory. In Germany this industry 
has reached commercial importance. That 
lime cake will eventually be used for some 
such purpose there can be no doubt. A small 
amount of waste lime from beet-sugar fac- 
tories is now being used in the manufacture 
of a wall board, the principal ingredients of 
which are coal tar and waste lime. It has 
been used in the construction of pavements, 
proofing, etc., by drying, pulverizing and mix- 
ing with asphaltum.’’ 


Substitute for Glue. 


TO BE USED IN THE MANUFACTURE OF 
ORGANS AND PIANOS. 

Consul Edward J. Norton, of Asuncion, 
furnishes the following information con- 
cerning a substitute for glue in the man- 
ufacture of organs and pianos and the sat- 
isfaction given by the American instru- 
ments in the capital of Paraguay:— 

In a recent foreign trade opportunity in 
Consular and Trade Reports an American 
organ-manufacturing firm advised the 
Bureau of Manufactures that it experi- 
ences great difficulty in the shipment of 
organs to tropical countries, as the damp 
climate seems to moisten the glue used 
in sticking leather and felt on waod, 
causing the material to peel off. The firm 
desired to secure the names of parties 
manufacturing a substitute that will 
stand all changes of climate and take 


the place of glue. 
European organ manufacturers have ex- 


perienced this same difficulty, and it is 
said here that they discontinued the use 
of glue some time ago and are now using 
a substitute that gives perfect satisfac- 
ition. A repairer of organs and pianos in 
this city says that the substitute used by 
continental organ manufacturers is a com- 
position of pitch and wax. This man em- 
ploys pitch and wax as a substitute for 
glue in sticking leather and felt on wood 
in all his repair work, and says that in 
his experience it has proved to be a most 
effective composition. 

For seating organ valves, tne composi- 
tion of pitch and wax is said to be very 
satisfactory. It is said that the leather 
will never harden, but will remain pliable, 
yet firm, and seat itself securelv against 
the reed opening. The composition is 
melted in a gluepot, and wiil be hard and 
soft, according to the proportion of wax 
used. The exact proportions may be de- 
termined by a few experiments, Either 
white or yellow wax may be used in the 


composition. 
European piano manufacturers who ship 


their products to Asuncion seem to have 
discontinued the use of glue in sticking 
felts on hammer heads, as all the felts 
on their pianos are wired, or both wired 
and glued. The fastener used is quite 
similar to the wire paper fastener sold 
by stationers in the United States. There 
are not over ten organs in this city at 
the present time, and all these are in 
churches or chapels. The organ has not 
been adopted for music in the home, and 
there is little opportunity for the sale of 
these instruments in Paraguay.

Friday Noon, Dec. 31, 1909. 
The holiday period has had its usual 
influence in interrupting the routine 
order of business and the week’s trad- 
ing has not involved any unusual pro- 


portions. The heavy fall of snow has 
delayed shipments to a more or less 
degree and difficulty has been expe- 
rienced in some quarters where the 
immediate delivery of goods was nec- 
essary. Inventory work will be more 
veneral this week and many leading 
dealers look for a rather dull business 
period during the present month. As 
intimated in our reports many weeks 
ago, the first of the year sees the 
bleach situation in practically a nor- 


mal state. Available supplies have in- 
creased during the interval, and re- 
gardless of some delay in English 
shipments, offerings ace fairly free on 
spot at reasonable prices. It is stated 
that some of the small jobbers in 
bleach who bought at the recent high 
prices were unable to liquidate owing 
te the rapidity which characterized the 
market’s decline, and are therefore 
caught with the goods. Oxalic acid is 
a shade easier on spot owing to in- 
creased supplies. The new price sched- 
ule for the chlorates goes into effect to- 
day. Blue vitriol has displayed a firm- 
er tendency in sympathy with the 
metal, and outside makers have ad- 
vaneed their prices to a parity with 
standard grades. Nitrate of lead is 
rather scarce on spot and cash goods 
are commanding slightly higher prices. 
Chloride of barium has retained its 
firm position and prices are quotably 
unchanged. This oxide has responded 


te the strength in the metal market, 
und prices are established at a higher 
trading level. A detailed market re-

Heavy Chemicals, 
BICARBONATE OF SODA.—No un- 


usual developments have occurred in 
the local market during the interval. 
The movement has been rather quiet 
and restricted mostly to outstanding 
contracts. The textile, baking pow- 
der, mineral water and other large 


consuming industries appear to be well 
covered at present, and are apparently 
not interested in current market con- 
ditions. Makers quote ic. for bulk, 
1.10c. for kegs f, o. b. works, and an 
advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less uusual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The con- 
tinuance of heavy arrivals from Ant- 
werp and Liverpool has further eased 
the local situation, and spot values 
are almost back to the old quotations. 
It stated that the rapidity which 
characterized the decline from the re- 
cent high price level caught many 
small dealers who had purchased for 
speculative purposes and the desire of 
these operators to liquidate has natu- 
rally aided the decline. Spot goods 
were offered at the close at 1.30c. Car 
lots of standard makes for shipment 
are held at 1.20c. and 1.25¢c., according 
to brand and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market re- 
mains steady at former quotations, and 
the demand is reported active both 
for home and export use. Recent in- 
quiries from the West Indies and va- 
rious points in South America have 
been productive of new orders and a 
fair volume of consignments is noted 
for distribution in these _ sections. 
Makers quote 1.75@1.80c. on the basis 
of 60 per cent. for 70@74 per cent. and 
60 per cent. at 1.85@2c. Car lots are 
available from 1.72%c. to 1.82%c., ac- 
cording to test. Powdered is quoted at 
2% @8c., as to test, quality and point 
of delivery. 

SALT CAKE,—The consuming de- 
mand continues active and the mar- 
ket retains its firm position. The re- 
cent heavy movement on contracts has 
brought available stocks to a low level 
and, in some instances, consumers 
have resorted to importations to sup- 
ply their requirements. Makers quote 
40@42c., according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—A steady movement is 
reported against specifications, but 
there is nothing of really new interest 
to note regarding market conditions 
Inquiries for the glass, paper and soap 
trades are fairly liberal and the gen- 
eral situation presents a firm appear- 
ance. Makers quote 60c. and up f. o. 
b. for barrels, iess the usual discount 
terms. Spot Jots of concentrated are 
available on the basis of 1%c. and up, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SODA ASH.—There has been no re- 
laxation in the demand for this item, 
and the market has reflected a firm 
tone, with trading active. Inquiries, 
originating in the paper, soap, glass 
and color trades, have been free, and 
the current movement is said to be of 
very satisfactory proportions.

A fair export movement is 
said to be in progress to Manilla and 
various South American ports, 


BRIMSTONE.—A_ steady domestic 
demand is reported and the market 
retains its firm position.

market. Recent arrivals of Sicilian 
crude sulphur amounted to 1,700 tons, 
200 tons coming to this port and 1,500 
to Baltimore. Leading @ealers ex- 
press firm views regarding the future 
course of the market, but no change 
in prices is anticipated for some time.

From the fertilizer manufacturers’ 
point of view conditions in the South 
are excellent for the new season, and 
from every indication there will be a 
greatly increased consumption of all 
fertilizer materials. With the very high 
prices realized on cotton and all cot- 
ton products the planters are in a posi- 
tion to extend their farming operations, 
and at the same time meet their fer- 
tilizer notes more promptly then here- 
tofore. Owing to the very sharp price- 
eutting last year, profits were mate- 
rially reduced and this has toa great 
extent been eliminated during the in- 
terval. Prices for next season will, 
with the possible exception of nitrate 
of soda and sulphate of ammonia, be 
higher than last year, due principally 
to the fact that cottonseed meal is 
selling at such a figure that its ‘use as 
a fertilizer is practically prohibitive. 
With the thirty-point decline in sul- 
phate due to the tariff the consumption 
of this ingredient so rich in nitrogen 
will undoubtedly increase. Nitrate is 
at the lowest figure it has been in years, 
and this will also probably create a 
larger consumption. During the week 
sulphate was quoted higher in some 
quarters, but at the previous figure 
elsewhere. Tankage and dried blood 
advanced, with some eight hundred tons 
sold. Hoofmeal is quoted higher, as 
are soft steamed unground bones. De- 
tailed reports of the principal markets 
follow :— 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF 
advices from Manchester of the 16th 
inst., state that the market has been 
very much firmer and more life is ap- 
parent. The best part of the year for 
selling is now approaching, and in the 
epinion of many dealers there is a 
chance of considerably better prices. 
Makers are very well sold, and are now 
holding for £11 12s. 6d, for forward de- 
livery. There appears to be some anx- 
iety among dealers to buy for January- 
April, and they are willing to give 
rather more money than was the case 
last week. People are beginning to 
talk of a possible £12 for sulphate 
early in the new year.

To- 
ward the end of the week the asking 
prices of the packers were higher, and
